The strike vote was taken on a direct 
order to all state employés from Ber- 
lin, It is the supreme blow of the Ger- 
man government’s economic war with 
France, 

Whether the 500,000 miners in the 
privately owned mines will join in the 
passive resistance and refuse to work 
is still considered doubtful here 
tonight. . 
| Halt Trains to Ruhr. 

All trains en route to the Ruhr were 
stopped at the edge of the occupied 
area, the German crews refusing to 
proceed. Trains en route to Coblenz 
were stopped at Cologne. Berlin and 
Paris trains in both directions were 
held up. 

The strike is supposed to continue 
until the French leave the Ruhr and 
all state employés have been prom. 
ised all their wages. The miners and 
metal workers who will not be paid, 
have been promised assistance by syn.

HAT consumption runs in families 
has long been a matter of common 
information. That rheymatiem 
runs in families is a matter of 
Baws, Going along with heart disease, 
we find growing pains, tendency to fre- 
quent sore throats and chorea, for they 
all appear to be cut from the game cloth. 
Maybe these diseases are catching: 
maybe the members of a family have 
the same sceptibility to the disease; 
maybe fhe members ef the family live 
about alike, of maybe two or more of 
these factors are combined., Whatever 
the cause, the effect can be demonstrated 
by investigations. When studies ef fam- 
ilies in which there was.a case of con- 


| sumption showed that there were other

“ Chick” last year donated his serv- 
ices for the making of a series of ten 
phonograph records giving lessons on 
golf. The sale of these has netted sev- 
eral thousand dollars towards the fund. 

President William M. Reay of tne 
Briergate Golf club, said his organiza- 
tion would take $1,000 worth of the 
records as an aid to the laudable ef- 
fort. It is hoped to raise $100,000 
from the sale of the records, which will 
be used as a trust fund by the West- 
ern Golf association. 

An amendment to the constitutions 
altering the date of the annual meet- 
ing to the second Saturday in Decerm- 
ber was carried, and another gave the 
retiring president a place. on the exec 
utive committee for twelve months. 

In talking of the public course -nove- 
ment, Mr. Gates referred to an item in 
the amnual report of the United States 
Golf association which read: 

“There is no.doubt that the U. S. 
G. A. must extend its activities to in- 
clude public links players if it is to re- 
main in full control of golf in this 
country, for the time is not far off 
when golf will be the national sport, 
and the number of players using pub- 
lic and municipal courses will far >ut- 
number those playing or  ~»private
